
AMENDMENT TO RULES COMM. PRINT 118–10 

OFFERED BY MR. ISSA OF CALIFORNIA 

At the end of subtitle B of title XIII, add the fol-

lowing: 

SEC. l. REPORT ON EFFORTS OF CHINA TO ASSIST IRAN IN 1

EVADING UNITED STATES SANCTIONS. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 180 days after the 3

date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of State, 4

in consultation with the Secretary of Defense, shall submit 5

to the appropriate congressional committees a report on 6

efforts of the People’s Republic of China to assist the Is-7

lamic Republic of Iran in evading United States sanctions. 8

(b) MATTERS TO BE INCLUDED.—The report re-9

quired by subsection (a) shall include the following: 10

(1) A discussion of efforts taken by the Chinese 11

Government to assist Iran in evading United States 12

energy sector sanctions. 13

(2) A discussion of how Chinese persons enable 14

Iran to evade United States energy sector sanctions. 15

(3) A description of United States efforts to 16

disrupt Iranian energy sanctions evasion through 17

China. 18
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(4) A discussion of efforts taken by the Chinese 1

Government to strengthen Iran’s defense industrial 2

base, including Iran’s capability to produce drones 3

and missiles. 4

(5) A discussion of the scope and impact of 5

support by Chinese persons on Iranian missile and 6

drone manufacturing. 7

(6) A description of United States efforts to 8

disrupt Iranian cooperation between China and Chi-9

nese persons and Iran on defense manufacturing. 10

(c) FORM.—The report required by subsection (a) 11

shall be submitted in a classified form with an unclassified 12

summary. 13

(d) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES 14

DEFINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘appropriate con-15

gressional committee’’ means— 16

(1) the Committee on Foreign Affairs and the 17

Committee on Armed Services of the House of Rep-18

resentatives; and 19

(2) the Committee on Foreign Relations and 20

the Committee on Armed Services of the Senate. 21
